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Lincoln  Picture 
Seen  By  Hundreds 
at  the  Register 
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From  the  timei  the  picture,  "Earthly 
Pilgrimage  of  Lincoln,"  wa3  put  in 
the  window  of  the  Illinois  .State 
Register  early  this  morning,  until 
late  this  afternoon,  hundreds  of  per- 
sons, including  the  Boy  Scouts  and 
members  of  the.  Order  of  DeMolay 
from  out  of  the  city,  stopped  to  look 
upon  It.  During  the  entire  day  per- 
sons were  lined  up  lour  and  five 
deep  in  an  effort  to  get  a  glance  at 
the  remarkable  picture,  which  de- 
picts the  various  milestones  in  the 
life  of  Abraham  Lincoln. 

Insofar  as  is  known,  this  is  the 
only  picture  of  its  kind  in  the  world, 
and  its  owner  and  designer,  .ludge 
George  W.  Murray,  has  received  sev- 
eral offers  from  the  government  for 
it.  Very  recently  lie  received  a  let- 
ter from  a  government  official  at 
Washington,  commending  him  tor  his 
work. 

In  the  one  huge  picture,  six  and  a 
half  by  nine  feet,  there  are  seven 
smaller  ones.  The  first  shows  the 
log  cabin  in  LaRue  county,  Ky.,  where 
Lincoln  was  born  February  12,  1S09; 
the  second  Lincoln's  home  in  Spencer, 
Ind.,  where  he  lived  from  1S16  until 
1830;  the  third  the  cabin  in  Macon 
county,  Illinois,  his  residence  from 
1830  to  1831;  the  fourth  the  second 
home  of  Lincoln  in  Illinois  at  New 
Salen,  dating  from  1831  to  1837;  the 
fifth,  his  home  in  this  city  as  he 
leaves  for  Washington,  P.  C,  to  he- 
corn"  president  in  1SU1;  the  sixth  the 
White  House,  and  the  seventh,  Lin- 
coln's monument.  At  the  right  of  the 
picture  is  a  scroll  bearing  the  words. 
"Emancipation  Proclamation,  Issued 
Sent.   2?.   lSfi?  " 
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
